Ford's popularity slips 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - The number of 


American adults who approve of President 
Ford's performance in office has slipped to 42 
per cent as his popularity continues to 
decline, according to the latest Gallup Poll. 


The polling organization said Wednesday 


that 41 per cent of the respondents in a survey 
taken between Dec. 6 and Dec. 9 said they 
disapproved of Ford's performance and 17 
per cent gave no opinion. 


In a similar survey of some 1,500 adults 


conducted just after the November congres- 
sional elections, 48 per cent of the respondents 
expressed approval, 32 per cent said they 
disapproved and 20 per cent offered no 
opinion. 


George Gallup, president of the polling 


organization, noted that former President 
Richard M. Nixon was in office more than 
four years before his popularity had declined 
to the point where as many disapproved of 
him as approved. 


Terrorist victim 


has leg amputated 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli surgeons 


today amputated the right leg of a 17-year-old 
Florida girl wounded four days ago in an Arab 
grenade attack in Jerusalem. 


The head of the surgical team at Hadassah 


Hospital said the condition of Dejean Repl- 
ogle of Jacksonville was "normal for an 
operation like this." 


The girl's leg was amputated above the 


knee. 


During the operation her parents, Mr. and 


Mrs. William Replogle, attended a prayer 
service at the hospital conducted by Dr. 
Robert Lindsey, head of the Jerusalem 
Baptist community. 


An attending physician said the amputation 


was necessary because 
the grenade 


fragments "caused havoc in the veins, 
muscles and arteries in her thigh." 


No wheat subsidies 


WASHINGTONTAP) - The average farm 


price of wheat in the first five months of the 
1974 crop marketing year was $4.31 per 
bushel, meaning that producers will get no 
federal wheat subsidies. 


Congress devised a target price formula 


last year to determine when subsidies would 
be paid, beginning with 1974 production of 
wheat, feed grains and cotton. 


As the formula applies to wheat this year, if 


the market price average during the first five 
months of the season was higher than the 
target of $2.05 per bushel, no payments would 
be made. 


Woodcock predicting 
no cost health care 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Leonard Wood- 


cock, president of the United Auto Workers 
and chairman of a citizens health insurance 
committee, is predicting that another health 
insurance bill will be introduced in the new 
Congress. 


No American ever again would have to pay 


for hospital or doctor's care if the measure is 
enacted, Woodcock said in a statement 
Wednesday. The bill would cover every 
resident of the United States and would pay 
for all hospital and physicians' services, as 
well as other specified health needs, such as 
eyeglasses, hearing aids and dental services. 


Woodcock did not estimate the cost of the 


program.

City Manager Dick Ballenger said there

"Actually, the city is not giving carte 


blanc to the Chamber of Commerce, but is 
contracting for the expenditure and ad- 
ministration of the funds from the hotel- 
motel tax which Corsicana will collect 
within the provisions and guidelines of the 
state law," Ballenger said.

ESSEX, Conn. (AP) - The 


Ford administration is ignoring 
valuable lessons learned from 
the economic stabilization pro- 
gram that kept U.S. prices in 
check during World War II, 
says the man who directed that 
program. 


Chester Bowles said a similar 


freeze on wages, prices and 
rent "would almost certainly 
curb the runaway inflation 
which faces us today." 


President Franklin D. Roose- 


velt's "hold-the-line" order con- 
fined food price increases to 
less than 2 per cent between 
April 1943 and May 1946, he 
said. 


"Although the inflationary 


spiral is still steadily rising, the 
administration still refuses to 


face the hard fact that firm 
controls over wages and prices 
are now urgently needed to 
avoid 
economic 
disaster," 


Bowles said in a recent inter- 
view. 


Bowles, a liberal Democrat, 


was price administrator and 
then economic stabilization di- 
rector from 1943 until 1946. Lat- 
er he became Connecticut gov- 
ernor, congressman and under- 
secretary of state. He is now 
retired. 


He said the important thing 


is for the administration, Con- 
gress and the people to under- 
stand how the basic principles 
of the wartime controls could 
be applied today. 


Medical Arts study may 
alleviate rural health problems

"Is .there a doctor in the 


neighborhood?" 


Too often, the answer is "no," 


says Dr. Louis E. Gibson of the 
Medical Arts Clinic, explaining 
the decline of physicians in 
rural areas. With the increasing 
trend toward specialization and 
even 
subspecialization, 
the 


supply of general practioners 
has 
continued 
to 
dwindle, 


leaving few or no replacements 
for smalltown doctors who have 
died or retired. - 


Besides, "the familiar picture 


of the old family doctor with his 
little balck bag, being all things 
to all people, is almost a myth," 
according to Dr. Gibson. "In 
reality, the practice of good 
medicine 
requires 
good 


management 
and 
a 
good 


facility." 


The outlook of rural health 


care has not been a bright one. 
But hope appears to be on the 
way through a program being 
planned and put into effect 
through a joint venture of the 
Navarro County Medical Arts 
Clinic and the University of 
Texas Health Science Center of 
Dallas. 


Working together as au af- 


filiation that is expected to 
become official when the U.T. 
Board of Regents meet in 
January, the medical clinic and 
science center have set for 
themselves the goal of meeting 
all health care meeds in a nine- 
county area 
that 
includes 


Navarro, 
Ellis, 
Freestone, 


Limestone, 
Hill, Henderson, 


Anderson, Kaufman and Leon 
counties. 


In his study entitled "An 


Analysis of Rural Health Care 
Needs," Dr. Gibson elaborates 
on the problems of providing 
rural health care and details 
an approach to studying the 
situation. His first suggestion 
clalls for "a complete survey of 
rural, county, and community 
medical manpower needs on a 
current basis..." The survey 
would include physician-patient 
population 
ratios, 
the 


availability 
of 
nurses, 


technicians, 
public 
health 


facilities, 
and 
other 


paramedical personnel. 


A 
sturdy 
foundation 
has 


already 
been laid for the 


proposed continuting study•, the 
doctor revealed. During the 
past two years, the Medical 


Arts Clinic and U.T. Health 
Science Center have used their 
own money, time and facilities 
plus a $34,000 HEW grant to 
investigate medical needs in the 
nine-county area. The results of 
this study have been compiled 
in quick-reference books of 
computerized 
density 
map 


print-outs which show at a 
glance such factors as county 
populations, 
minority 
per- 


centages, the percentage of 
persons with private 
tran- 


sportation, farm populations, 
and existing medical facilities. 


The study represents 
the 


"only one of its kind in the 
United States," says Dr. Gib- 
son. Statistics were gathered 
from whatever sources were 
available, 
including 
govern- 


ment 
census 
records, 
the 


Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare and 
others. 


A random household survey 


of every community in the study 
area has also been completed, 
and a survey of every physician 
in the areas is now under way to 
get their definitions of needs. 
Further surveys will seek the 
opinions of county govern- 
mental agencies. 


Cold rains hit Golden Circle; 
snow storm socks West Texas 


Cold 
rainy 
weather 
ac- 


companied by sleet in parts of 
the Golden Circle yesterday 
was reported by area weather 
watchers. Trinidad, Malakoff, 
and Ennis recorded the most 
rainfall with one inch reported. 
Corsicana yesterday received 
light sleet and .33 inches of rain. 


Other areas reporting rain 


included Kerens .50; Fairfield 
.4; Wortham .75; Richland .2; 
and Frost and Teague reported 
a trace of rain. 


Meanwhile, other parts of the 


state were experiencing worse 
weather. 


A major Rocky Mountain 


snow storm tightened its grip 
on much of Texas today, icing 
highways and utility lines, dis- 
rupting electric service to 
about 3,000 homes in the Hill 
Country. 


Snow drifted into banks along 


Interstate 10 and other major 
West Texas highways, iced 
over cattle watering holes and 
blanketed airport runways. 


Weathermen warned of peril 


on the state's highways gener- 
ally west of a line from Wichita 
Falls to San Angelo, Ozona and 
Lampasas. 


Power lines in Kerr County 


sagged I'jider the onslaught of 
ice formation then snapped late 


Wednesday, leaving about 3,000 
homes without electric service. 


Snow on Me. Franklin, over- 


looking El Paso, was 18 inches 
deep and the snow continued to 
fall. 


A Continental Trailways bus 


skidded off ice-glazed Interstate 
10 near Clint but there were no 
injuries. 


Heavy snow began falling 


this morning at Amarillo, pre- 
ceded by rapidly forming ice 
which helped congest Interstate 
40 in that Upper Panhandle 
city. Police said roadways in 
the Amarillo area were trea- 
cherous. 


As much as eight inches of 


snow 
blanketed 
Guadalupe 


Pass, in the mountains about 80 
miles east of El Paso, and 
measurements of four inches or 
more were common from the 
Pecos River Westward in that 
part of the state. Official warn- 
ings promised more heavy 
snow. 


El Paso itself was all but 


paralyzed by a 5%-inch cover, 
the heaviest for that section in 
20 years. Police barricaded 
some major streets because of 
the hazard. The Army's Ft. 
Bliss in El Paso and neighbor- 
ing White Sands Missile Range 
in New Mexico were closed. 


On an icy stretch of Inter- 


state 10 about 20 miles east of 
El Paso a truck carrying seven 
persons skidded and overturned 
about 5 a.m. today. Two infants 
among the occupants were 
treated at an El Paso hospital 
and dismissed. 


Six inches of snow piled up at 


Sierra Blanca, where it was fol- 
lowed by freezing rain, and 
heavy falls also were reported 
between Fabens and Tornillo in 
West Texas. 


As the snowfall continued 


over much of West Texas, par- 
ticularly from mountain areas 
westward, freezing drizzle or 
rain chilled the countryside 
from around Lubbock toward 
the east and south while the 
moisture tapered off toward the 
north in the Texas Panhandle. 


Ice storm warnings were in 


force from around Childress 
and Tulia in the South Plains of 
West 
Texas 
southward 
to 


around Ozona and San Angelo, 
and from near Wichita Falls 
southward to around Mineral 
Wells and Lampasas. Snow- 
flakes were mixed with the rain 
in parts of those sections. 


Despite the widespread icing, 


state police reported all major 
highways remained open. 


These detailed statistics will 


be used to design a medical 
service concept that will be 
unique in the far reaching 
services it provides. Dr. Gibson 
states the objectives of the 
program thus: "We hope this 
will be a model program of a 
total medical care delivery 
system, including manpower, 
facilities, computer network, 
continuing 
education 
and 


training, 
preventative 


medicine, care for the indigent 
and minority groups and all 
other pahses of medical care." 


Chances are good, the doctor 


says, that the program will be 
studied by Congress, HEW, 
medical schools and medical 
societies all over the nation in 
order to reproduce the same 
system elsewhere. 


U.S. 
Representative 
Olin 


Teague 
has 
reviewed 
the 


proposal and is enthusiastic 
about its development as a 
national prototype, Dr. Gibson 
continued. 
Congressman 


Teague said he has never seen 
such a system in all of his 
travels, Gibson added, and "he 
(Teague) thinks it has potential 
as a model for a national 
medical care delivery system." 


Dr. Gibson stresses the bigest 


medical need for rural areas is 
for "primary" medical care, 
the type of care provided by 
general 
practitioners. 
His 


aforementioned study points out 
that in the 1920's, 1930's and 
even into the early 1940's, most 
rural communities had at least 
one physicaian. Under present 
trends, however, he sees little 
chance of rural communities 
attracting 
physicians, 
the 


reasons being the move toward 
specialization, the high cost of 
establishing a private practice, 
etc. 


"With the tendency toward 


increasing specialization, there 
has been a concomitant neglect 
in developing basic family 
practice 
or 
primary 
care 


training programs," Dr. Gibson 
finds. "Those programs that 
have been developed are on a 
very limited scale, turn out an 
inadequate 
number 
of 


physicains and train 
these 


physicians in an almost com- 
plete city environment. Little 
research has been done on what 
type of physician needs to be 
trained for the rural areas, in its 
various settings, and on what 
type 
of 
training 
these 


physicains need to have." 


The doctor's study further 


states, "We recognize that this 
country can no longer afford the 
luxury of a 
predominantly 


hospital 
oriented 
medical 


system. At $40,000 to $50,000 
construction cost per bed, and 
occupancy cost in excess of $100 


to $150 per day, other alter- 
natives must be sought." Dr. 
Gibson estimates about 20 per 
cent of persons hospitalized 
could be cared for on an out- 
patient basis, "if adequate out- 
patient facilites were available 
throughout the country and if 
there was an orientation of third 
party carriers to pay for out- 
patient care." 


And how to interest new 


doctors in the country? 


Dr. Gibson explains that once 


the Medical Arts Center and 
U.T. Center are affiliated, they 
will be able to provide students 
in the rural areas, along with 
teachers to train them. The 
affilitation 
will 
make 
the 


training accredited, just as a 
program at the Health Science 
Center would be, according to 
Gibson. Another benefit will be 
that doctors already in the area 
will be able to obtain continual 
training through the program. 


The affiliation will also be 


able to seek grants from private 
foundations, and a number of 
these foundations have shown 
interest in the concept, ac- 
cording to Gibson. 


As doctors become interested 


in these new incentives of rural 
practices, more services can be 
added, the doctor says. For 
instance, 
it 
would 
become 


possible to begin a "courier 
system," whereby an assistant 
would travel through a circuit of 
area 
towns, 
picking 
up 


specimens 
and 
elec- 


trocardiograms for lab work at 
the clinic. 


The concept of this phase of 


the plan is for Navarro College, 
Memorial Hospital and the 
Medical Arts Clinic to work 
through theU.T. Health Science 
department, forming a man- 
power training pool to supply 
physicians, nurses, technicians 
and all other types of medical 
manpower to the nine-county 
rural area. Cooperation will be 
sought from existing private 
practioners and hospitals in the 
area. Facilities could be shared 
among the doctors of the area in 
many instances. 


Still another proposal set 


fourth in Dr. Gibson's study is to 
"outfit a van and hire personnel 
for multi-county screening of 
speech, 
hearing, 
and 
eye 


defects in the public schools." 
The 
van 
could 
deliver 


preventative 
medical 
care 


(innoculations, etc.) at the 
school and pre-school level for 
the underprivileged. "Hopefully 
it could contribute to the 
development of a coordinated 
mental health program which is 
sorely lacking in most rural 
areas," Dr. Gibson adds. 


While the program has, so 


far, remained mostly in the 


planning stages, a proposal has 
been submitte 
to 
Malakoff 


which would allow the city to 
acquire a full-time practicing 
physician. 


The Medical Arts Clinic has 


plans for providing a doctor for 
a medical clinic in the Malakoff 
area 
if the city or 
some 


responsible 
organization 


provides land and a building to 
house the facility. 


Dr. Gibson even has blue 


prints for a practical clinic of 
the type suggested. 


Two alternatives have been 


suggested 
for 
staffing 
the 


proposed Malakoff clinic. It can 
either be staffed by an in- 
dependent physician with a 
salary 
guaranteed 
by 
the 


Medical Arts Clinic or the 
physician could form a part- 
nership or association with the 
Corsicana clinic. 


To advance the ideas and 


programs for the 
complete 


rural health care system, a 
Rural Health Project Advisory 
Committee has been formed 
with members from the nine- 
county area. On the committee 
are a number of physicians, 
including William Kinzie of 
Ennis, John H. Keller, Jr. of 
Fairfield and James M. Buie of 
Hillsboro. 


Other committee members 


include Robert M. Cox, a 
Waxahachie dentist; Ms. C. 
Manning, a clinic administrator 
of Kaufman; George Sum- 
merlin, 
a 
hospital 
ad- 


ministrator of Palestine; Tyrus 
Burelon, 
a 
hospital 
ad- 


ministrator of Groesbeck; Mrs. 
Dorria Ellis a nurse of Jewett; 
Fred Brown, a Mexia attorney;

Social historian calls the good old days 'terrible

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


good old days were ... well, 
they were terrible, says Otto 
Bettmann, social historian and 
founder of the Bettmann Ar- 
chive. 


With illustrations from the 


archive's 
collection 
of 
old 


prints and photographs to make 
his points, Bettmann argues in 
a new book that nostalgia has 
warped our view of America's 
past. 


Among 
other 
things, 
he 


notes: 


—There were three million 


horses in American cities at the 
turn of the century. The 15,000 
horses in Rochester, N.Y., pro- 


duced enough manure to cover 
an acre of ground with a layer 
175 feet deep. 


—In 1890, the police commis- 


sioner of New York said there 
were 40,000 prostitutes in the 
city. Eight years earlier, 1882, 
the designer of Central Park 
recommended its closing after 
dark because of crime. 


—State Assemblyman Teddy 


Roosevelt branded as "commu- 
nistic" the demand of streetcar 
drivers for a 12-hour work day. 
They were working 16-hour 
days for $12 a week. 


—In the 1880s, close to 40 per 


cent 
of American 
farmers 


owned neither house nor land.

iney were tenant 
farmers. 


About 50 per cent of the income 
of city families went for food. 


-On Feb. 22, 1898, F.B. Bak- 


er, a black man, was lynched 
at Lake City, S.C. He had ac- 
cepted the job of postmaster. 


—Only 20 per cent of the stu- 


dents in the teacher-training 
schools of the 1890s had high 
school diplomas. In 1903, only 
18 cities in the United States 
had public playgrounds of any 
sort. In 1905, a sanitary engi- 
neer in Glasgow coined the 
word "smog" to describe the 
condition of the air. 


"It is a mechanism of our 


psyche to forget all the bad 


things that happened in the old 
days," said Bettmann. "We 
look at the little trimmings of 
the time, but not the essential 
cruelties and hardships." 


Bettmann, 71, was born in 


Germany and received his doc- 
torate from the University of 
Leipzig after majoring in art 
and social history. He came to 
the United States in 1935 with 
two steamer trunks full of old 
pictures. There are now three 
million items in the archive's 
picture library, including a sub- 
stantial collection of old-time 
Americana. 


His book deals with what has 


been called America's gilded 


age, the era from the end of 
the Civil War to the beginning 
of World War I. It is titled, 
"The Good Old Days — They 
Were Terrible!" It is, said Bet- 
tmann, "a personal attempt to 
redeem our times from the as- 
persions cast upon them by 
nostalgic comparisons." 


The Gay Nineties were gay, 


said Bettmann, but only for the 
privileged few. It was also a 
time, he said, when a sweat- 
shop seamstress made $7 for an 
84-hour week, when locusts 
obliterated the entire harvest of 
the Dakotas in a single day, 
and when thousands of families 
lived in tarpaper boxes on the 


Pennsylvania coalfields. 


In this gilded age, Bettmann 


noted, children made up one- 
third of the labor force in mills, 
heroin was sold as cough medi- 
cine and teaching jobs in Phila- 
delphia were secured by pay- 
ment of $120 to the local politi- 
cal bosses. 


"But we always measure our 


own times against the higher 
class which lived very beau- 
tifully," said Bettmann. "It is 
all promoted by the nostalgia 
industry. As history, nostalgia 
is pure bunk." 


By measuring the present 


against a glorified image of the 
past, he added, we deprecate 


our own times, causing them to 
appear much worse than they 
are. 


"Even if we cast but a curso- 


ry glance at the not so good old 
days and bring them into align- 
ment with our own, we will find 
much to be grateful for," he 
said. 


For almost every complaint 


of the modern day, Bettmann 
offers anecdotes and statistics 
to show how much worse things 
were in the good old days. The 
message is carried visually by 
old magazine and book illustra- 
tions, political cartoons and 
early tintype photographs.

In 
addition to helping pay for 
doctor bills, it pays for X-rays 
and radium therapy, diagnostic 
tests, durable medical equip- 
ment, and supplies.

They had told Marty they 


wouldn't be able to visit him 
this Christmas, and doctors 
ruled out a visit home when the 
youth came down with a virus 
infection. 


His father, Robert Cox, is 


paying off large debts from 
previous trips to Denver, and 
faces at least a two-week layoff 
from his job at a Ford assem- 
bly plant in Lorain, Ohio. 


But news reports of the fami- 


ly's plight brought a deluge of 
donations which permitted the 
family to come to Denver for 


three days.

(AP) — John Stonehouse, the 
runaway member of the British 
Parliament, was ordered held 
today for another week while 
the Australian government de- 
cides whether to deport him for 
entering the country on a false 
passport. 


Stonehouse failed to produce 


the full explanation of his flight 
which his lawyer had said he 
would make today. But Stone- 
house told the magistrate who 
ordered him held that he was 
fleeing from "the incredible 
tensions and pressures I have 
suffered in the last two years in 
the United Kingdom. 


"I am not a criminal in the 


strict sense of the word. I may 
have only committed a techni- 
cal offense in Britain." 


Stonehouse, a Labor party 


member of the British House of 
Commons since 1957 and a 
member of Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson's cabinet in the 
1960s, said he hoped to remain 
in Australia as an immigrant. 


The 49-year-old M.P.-busi- 


nessman disappeared in Miami 
Beach, Fla., on Nov. 20 while 
on a business trip. He arrived 
in Australia a week later under 
the assumed name of Joseph 
Arthur Markham. He was ar- 
rested Tuesday in a Melbourne 
apartment where he was living 
under the name of Donald Clive 


Mildoon. 


He has been reported in- 


volved in a number of complex 
international business deals, in- 
cluding a $15 million Roma- 
nian-Nigerian cement deal that 
friends said fell through while 
he was in Florida. After his ar- 
rest, he cabled Wilson that he 
was trying to get away from 
"incredible" business pressures 
and blackmail attempts. 


Two British papers reported 


after the disappearance 
that 


Stonehouse had also been ac- 
cused of spying for the Commu- 
nists and for the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency, but Wilson 
told the House of Commons 
that these allegations had been 


disproved. 


Acting Insp. John Mitchell 


Sullivan told the magistrate 
that Stonehouse admitted enter- 
ing Australia with the false 
Markham passport on Nov. 27. 
He left the next day and re- 
turned on Dec. 10, Sullivan 
said. 


Stonehouse claimed he got 


that name by checking hospi- 
tals "for people who were dead 
and in my age group," Sullivan 
said. 


Tass, the Soviet news agency, 


discussed the case on Wednes- 
day and scoffed at the spy re- 
ports. It said it seemed that 
Stonehouse had gone bankrupt.

The author, tutored 
by Chinese friends, has outlined 
the basic ingredients and tech- 
niques of Chinese cooking and 
her tested recipes are practical 
and delicious. 


FINNISH 


"Natural Cooking the Finnish 


Way" by Ulla Kakonen (Quad- 
rangle, $8.95). Because there 
are few English-language books 
entirely devoted to the food of 
Finland this one is appealing. 
By a young Finnish journalist 
living in New York, it gives 
recipes for the usual categories 
of dishes. Gluten flour, raw 
sugar and sea salt are us* d in 
some of them, but it's not nec- 
essary to go to "natural food 
stores" for the chief ingredients 
called for.

Bert Greene and Denis Vaug- 
han (Regnery, $7.95). The au- 
thors own and run a shop in 
Amagansett, Long Island, N.Y., 
that sells "made" party food 
and in this book they tell tales 
about their clientele — from 
Lee Radziwill to Dick Cavett — 
and chitchat about themselves. 
Their clearly written recipes 
are for 200 of their dishes that 
have been enthusiastically re- 
ceived. These sound good to 
me, too, but I can't understand 
Bert Greene's and Denis Vaug- 
han's infatuation with brown 
bouillon powder.
